From the Circuit Attorney 
Yo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

- I read your editorial, “20 Years— 
On Paper Only,” in which you out- 
line your reasons opposing the in- 
crease of the maximum penalty for 
¢arrying concealed weapons up to 20 
ears, 

This bill would not affect the pres- 
ént minimum punishment of 50 days 
or a $100 fine but it would give the 

udge or jury a wider latitude. 
Where a defendant is an habitual 
criminal with a long record for as- 
éault and robbery, the jury would 
be able to make the punishment fit 
the crime. 

In your article you say that juries 
enly assess fines in carrying con- 
cealed weapons cases so an increase 
in the length of the maximum prison 
sentence would not mean anything. 


I do not know your source of in- 
formation but I do know it is not the 
eourt records. In the last two years 
five persons were convicted by jur- 
jes of carrying concealed weapons; 
of these, two were sentenced to the 
Workhouse; two were sentenced to 
the maximum term of two years in 
the penitentiary. There was but a 
Single fine assessed by a jury! I 
phiy wish we had sufficient court 
acilities to have more cases heard 

juries! 

I find it hard to understand your 
position that a maximum of only 
two years in the penitentiary should 
not be increased for carrying a 
deadly weapon. The crime of taking 
@ car for a joy-ride can be punished 
up to five years in prison and car 
thefts (even for a first offender) can 
be punished up to 25 years in prison. 
Juries with this wide latitude have 
come very close to making the pun- 
tshment fit the individual crime. 


Under our present penalty a de- 
fendant with a long criminal record 
will not plead guilty to a two-year 
entence. He will, instead, demand a 
ury trial, hoping to get off lighter, 
nowing the jury cannot give him 
any more than two years. 


If he stood the risk of a sentence 
up to 20 years many of the habituals 
would be glad to get a six, eight or 
10-year term on a plea of guilty. This 
would seem to me to be a rather ef- 
fective deterrent to the criminals 
who carry deadly weapons.

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Price of Law Enforceme 

Each passing year stresses the need for strohg- 
er law enforcement in St. Louis. The crime rate 
is rising. The responsibilities of police and prose- 
cution are constantly increasing. Citizens de- 
mand better protection. 

Yet effective law enforcement has its price. 
In this city’s case the price is tagged onto bills 
before the Missouri Legislature. These would 
raise police pay and increase both salaries and 
staff of the Circuit Attorney. 

The Police Board observes that “St. Louls pa- 
trolmen now are the lowest paid in any city over 
500,000 population. Their annual pay is about 
$600 below the average.” 

Hence seven St. Louis State Senators have in- 
troduced legislation to hike police salaries from 
5.2 to 20 per cent. The largest rises would go to 
patrolmen. Thus a first-year officer now earning 
$305 monthly would be paid $360 ($83 weekly), 
while pay for a four-year officer would rise from 
$320 to $375. 

This, we think, is little enough for men ex- 
pected to put their courage on the firing line 
against crime. 

Comparisons made for our police also stand 
for the Circuit Attorney. Edward L. Dowd's own 
$10,000 a year salary is $6800 short of what is 
paid in San Francisco, and $5000 below the pay 
in Washington. His assistants also receive less 
than they would in these smaller cities. 

A few years ago Mr. Dowd sought increases 
for his staff but not for himself. Now St. Louis 
legislators have offered bills to raise the Circuit 
Attorney’s salary to $14,000, and to increase the 
pay of his assistants from $400 to $2000 annually. 

In principle the Circuit Attorney's office de- 
serves better pay. The chief prosecutor used to 
earn as much as the Circuit Judges, and his staff 
now earns less than the staff in the City Coun- 
selor’s offite. This is inadequate for a prosecut- 
ing office which faces the toughest criminal 
docket in the state. . 

State law, however, forbids increasing the 
salaries of elected officials during their terms 
in office. The present bill would give Mr. 
Dowd more pay for acting as legal adviser to 
the Circuit Clerk for Criminal Causes. This is 
in effect a subterfuge. Either state law should 
be changed to permit an open salary increase, 
or the law should be heeded and the pay rise 
made effective at the end of the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s term. 

In addition to salary increases, the Circuit 
Attorney proposes to add three assistant circuit 
attorneys, three clerks and three investigators to 
his staff. At present the prosecutor must rely 
chiefly on the police for investigation, even in 
cases involving the police, or special inquiries 
which call for trained attorneys. 

Certainly the Circuiit Attorney needs a larger 
command in his war on crime, and legal com- 
petence merits better pay. 

Can St. Louis afford to underpay or underman 
its instruments of law enforcement? This is one 
realm of public service where weak civic sup- 
port is plainly dangerous, The community de- 
mands much from police and prosecutor and 
should back them up in return. 
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Campaign With Dim Prospects 

It comes to our attention that the California 
Home Economics Association is waging a cam- 
paign for breakfast-eating. While we were be- 
nightedly unaware of its existence, the associa- 
tion poljed thougands of high school pupils and 
found that an amazing number of them do not 
eat this morning meal, or partake of it only 
occasionally. 

The result is lowered resistance, virus inva- 
sions, bad colds ‘and worse. So to check this 
menace to the nation’s health the C.H.E.A. is 
talking up breakfasts—and not just the corn 
flakes and coffee variety. Nobody can be blamed 
for skipping that kind. Breakfasts—according to 
the association, mind you—should be as fancy 


and tempting as any other meal, maybe a little 
fancier. Some fairly elaborate recipes to make 


them that way are supplied. 

All of which suits us fine. But we have not yet 
heard from the family cook who to serve such 
meals would have to get up an hour earlier. 
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At Home to Rats 

Down on South Twenty-third street little Regi- 
nald Harrington was sleeping in his erib when 
the rats stole into the tenement room and bit 
him severely. The 2-months-old infant is in a 
serious condition and in need of plastic surgery. 

Over in City Hall the Health Commissioner, 
Dr. J. Earl Smith, says rat infestation is increas- 
ing but explains that during the city’s financial 
crisis the rat control staff had to be cut sharply 
for economy reasons. 

There is a bitter echo here. Whatever hap- 
pened to that fine rat control campaign initi- 
ated with much fanfare in 1946? Are we back 
where we started? 

St. Louis can easily recall the stories of rat 
bites and hospitalizations; the pictures of rats 
in their garbage-can restaurants and rubbish-pile 
homes. The city was infested. 

After much dispute the health officials of 
those days promised action. A special ordinance 
was passed. A rat control squad was formed with 
62 employes and a $40,000 revolving fund to 
rat-proof buildings. That was supposed to solve 
everything. 9 

Yet now the city is told that the rat control 
staff is down to five men, that only two of these 
deal with residential areas, that the area-wide 
efforts to kill rats, which is as important as rat- 
proofing, have halted. In short, people who have 
to live with rats day in and day out have nobody 
to turn to. 

A child’s scars are testimony enough against 
the kind of economy which St. Louis has prac- 
ticed in its war on rats. The rats are still with 
us. Is the war over? 
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Who Said That? 

Two psychologists of Queens College, New 
York, have been wondering why it is that the 
same statement may mean different things to 
different people, depending on who said it. 
Hence they have experimented slightly with 57 
college students, Science magazine reports. 

The psychologists listed 10 controversial state- 
ments, something like “If the Constitution 
doesn’t serve its purpose it should be changed 
often.” They attributed these statements to such 
varied authors as Franklin D. Roosevelt, Joe 
Louis, Andrei Vinshinsky and Bernard Baruch. 
And then they asked the students what they 
thought about the statement, and the author. 

The results of all this indicate that people 
more readily believe a statement when they be- 
lieve in its author. They also have a tendency 
to believe in the author if they believe the 
statement. And so on. 

If this is not entirely logical, still it is not as 
unreasonable as it might appear. Words are, in- 
deed, tricky little things, and so may be the mo- 
tives of their users. When a politician says some- 
thing is “socialistic,” for example, it is a good 
rule to ask, “Who said that?” So a man who 


considers the authorship along with the state- 
ment may not be applying the critique of pure 

reason, but he need not have his head examined, 
éither. Even if that is what happened to 57 col- 
lege students. 1 | 
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Premier Mendes- France's fall is a sad irony. 
At a time when France, often in néed of com- 
promise, needs that quality most particularly, 
it appears to have been Mendes-France's own 
particular talent for compromise that t 
him down.

Whoever becomes the next Premier of France, 
that will remain a still greater challenge to him 
than any vote of confidence in the Assembly. 
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Just Vote the Bonds 

“Give adequate power and undeviating sup- 
port to one official with guts, allow him two 
years to do it and keep the yapping critics, 
selfish interests and trembling politicians off 
his back during this interval.” 

Such is the recipe of Robert Moses for getting 
expressways built to relieve the almost unbear- 
able traffic congestion in the modern city. Mr. 
Moses has been that sort of “tough guy” for 
New York. Mayor Tucker, in quoting his re- 
marks with approval, seems to yearn rather 
wistfully for a “tough guy” to do the job in 
St. Louis. | 

A civic Superman would be handy, no question 
about it, but lacking one, St. Louis will have to 
get along with the next best. As a matter of 
fact, the Missouri Highway Department is stand- 
ing by, pots of money at its elbow, ready to act 
as the “tough guy” in getting the expressways 
built if only the city and the county will take 
the first essential step of voting bonds to pay 
for their very slight share of, the cost. 

If nobody else can agree on the best routes 
for the expressways, the State Highway Depart- 
ment does have ideas on the question, and is 
ready to go to work in spite of local and private 
opposition once city and county say the word. 
But the bonds to pay for one-half of the cost of 
right-of-way have to be voted first.

co in all forms, including snuff, is highly re- 
garded. But some of the ancients shun it like the 
plague. There is a considerable element of vege- 
tarlans, but others insist that the secret is in 
raw red meat. Yes sir, we can show the social 
scientists a short-cut to frustration. 
But if they feel the shared wisdom in our 
cigar-boxes is not quite what they want, we sug- 
gest an old agquaintance, Marcus Tullius Cicero.

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Foundation for Highway Men 

Today's Mirror of Public Opinion article, from 
Missouri Good Roads, ugges the Legislature to 
provide a retirement plan for the State High- 
way Department and Highway Patrol. This is 
urgent because of the fierce competition nowa- 
days for good engineers and other trained per- 
sonnel. And the State of Missouri is in a poor 
position to compete for them. The Highway De- 
partment, for example, strains to offer young 
engineers $4500-$5000 a year, and has no retire- 
ment system at all. 8 : 

This is the falsest economy. Bad engineering 
could cost the public millions in road revenue. 
Good engineering is indispensable in the state’s 
biggest business. So far Missouri has been for- 
tunate to obtain competent men, but this is no 
lenger easy. Some officials fear the time is ap- 
proaching when highways cannot even be planned 
as fast as they could be built—for lack of an 
adequate staff. 

The Legislature has left the highway system 
under an unnecessary handicap which may cost 
the taxpayers money in the long run. It is time 
to go to work on a retirement plan for employes 
of che highway system.

ation by the General Assembly. Expe- 
periences both in industry and in other 
states have proved that worthwhile 
benefits accrue from such programs 
through added efficiency, improved mo- 
rale, retention of worthwhile employes 
and increased ability to meet competi- 
tion in the labor market. 

Industry, quite naturally, has led the 
way in retirement programs for work- 
ers. A general inadequacy of Federal 
Social Se@urity benefits spurred the 
movement for private retirement plans 


to augment those benefits. As a result, 


retirement plans now are a dominant 
factor in labor relations, oftentimes 
pushing wage issues into the back- 
ground. 

The growth in numbers of private re- 
tirement programs, many of them em- 
ployer-initiated because of their recog- 
nized value to the industry, has been 
almost phenomenal. Standing out as 
one of the reasons for the increase has 
been a desire by industry to attract 
and keep desirable workers. Almost as 
prominent has been an underlying drive 
of the rank-and-file workers to assure 
themselves definite provisions for old- 
age security. 

While industry has assumed the lead 


in developing retirement programs for 


workers, such programs for public em- 
ployes definitely are not innovations. 
Massachusetts was a pioneer in this 
field, adopting such a program as far 
back as 1912. New Jersey followed in 
1922, Minnesota in 1929, and Colorado 
in 1931. | 

But, in general, the Federal Social 
Security Act provided the spur to the 
movement for state employes’ retire- 
ment systems just as it did in industry. 
As a result, probably three fourths of 
the nation’s highway employes today 
enjoy benefits of a retirement plan. 
It should not be overlooked that 
building and maintaining highways to-

day are recognized as highly important 
in our nation’s economy. Dependent &s 
we are on motor vehicles, adequate 
highways over which they can travel 
are imperative. Also, those highways 
must be of the best to meet ever-grow- 
ing traffic demands and needs. 

One of the best ways adequate high- 
ways can be obtained is by employing 
skilled and satisfied workers to build 
and maintain them. One factor becom- 


. ing increasingly important as a means 


to assure retention of a competent em- 
ploye organization is to provide ade- 
quate retirement benefits comparable 
to those offered by industry and by oth- 
er state highway organizations. 

Certainly with industry and other 
states offering security in later years 
through attractive retirement plans, 
in. gai highway employes in Mis- 
souri will hardly be impressed, all other 
things being equal, by any plan ‘that 
offers less. 

The General Assembly could well 
take its cue from industry and from 
other states. A retirement age of 65 
years for state highway employes and 
55 years for uniformed state patrol 
members seems the logical decision, 
since those ages represent the general 
average of most other such programs. 

A study by reputable actuaries would 
be worthwhile, to determine the com- 
* figure. Benefits should not 

e excessive, but should be sufficient to 
help supplement social security benefits 
and thus give the retired worker a more 
adequate income. 

The enactment of such a retirement 
program for state highway and state 
patrol employes would be another giant 
stride forward for the state. Missouri 
is now engaged in a 10-year highway 
modernization and expansion program. 
With even greater federal aid for high- 
ways a probability, Missouri must have 
the strongest and most able highway 
department possible. A retirement 
plan will do much to provide such a 
department, and the state will benefit 
many times over in service rendered. 


Strange Things in Russia 
From The Milwaukee Journal 


Suddenly, after a year of seeming 
calm, there is more bloodletting in Mos- 
cow. Four former Internal Security Min- 
istry officials are executed. One, Viktor 
Semeyonovich Abakumov, was in charge 
of Soviet espionage and counter-espion- 
age until two years ago. 

The four were, said a terse Kremlin 
announcement, accomplices of Lavrenti 
P. Beria, and word of their passing 
came, significantly, on the very anni- 
versary of the announcement of Beria’s 
sudden demise. Beria was Minister of 
the Interior, Deputy Premier, top man 
of the secret police. | 

The West can only speculate what it 
means. A belated spasm of the Beria 
purge? Hints of another battle for 
power in the Red hierachy? Or just a 
timely warning to Russians low and high 
that terror still rules and that the 
tyrant’s hand is firm? 

There were puzzling references in 
the death announcement. One mentioned 
the “Leningrad case.” Has this to do 
with the almost forgotten Leningrad 
purges of 1947 and 1948 or the 1934 
purges that followed the assassination 


of Sergei Kirov? And of what signifi- 
cance is the reference to police frame- 
ups against representatives of the 


Soviet intelligentsia”? Is a reversal un- 
der way of the purge of literary ranks 
carried out by Andrei Zhdanov before 
his death in 1948? 

Strange things are going on in Rus- 
sia. One day it seems that a concen- 
trated effort is being made to erase the 
memory of Stalin and his doings. The 
next day members of a powerful group 
seem to try to deify him in death as in 


life. What can it mean when the Commu- 
nist party paper, Pravda, runs speeches 
in full of N. S. Khruschchev, secretary of 
the party Central Committee, whereas 
Izvestia, the Government paper, prac- 
tically ignores them? Is it signifi- 
cant that Izvestia, on the other hand, 
pays close attention to the doings and 
words of Premier Georgi M. Malenkov, 
while Pravda does not? 

Is the struggle for mastery that be- 
gan with Stalin’s death on March 5, 
1953, still far from over? 

There comes to mind what E. I. Zam- 
yatin (one of the talented writers whom 
the Soviet regime muzzled) once ob- 
served: “There is no such thing as the 
last revolution; the number of revolu- 


. tions is infinite.”

Influences on a Poet 
EDWIN ARLINGTON ROBINSON: THE LITERARY 
Edwin S Fussell, (University of Velbert Prot 
0 etl, 
204 pgs., $3.50.) =e pone ep.

For this study of the influences which 
bore upon Robinson's work, the author 
has read letters, contemporary criticism, 
early and uncollected poems, and even 
the briefest of memoirs and recollece ‘ 
tions. Together with his exhaustive’ 
study of the poetry itself, he has pro- 
duced a book as valuable as it is in- 
teresting. 


Robinson’s pattern of advancing’ in- 
fluences begins with his American past 
where, in spite of his outspoken inten- 
tion of discarding nature and embracing. 
mankind for his thematic material, all 
the rhymes and rhythms: of. his first 
poetic decade can be paralleled in the 
pages of Stedman’s American Anthol - 
ogy. Some of these forms endured.

The new location is opposite 
the 700-family John Cochran 
Garden Apartments. 

Fellowship Center, a member 
of the Social Planning Council, 
is supported by the Evangelical 
and Reformed Church. Recently 
the Disciples of Christ added a 
minister to the staff, the Rev. 
Eugene Kidder, an example of 
co-operation between two de- 
nominations. 

Fellowship Center offers two 
separate and distinct types of 
services,“ according to the Rev. 
Mr. Huber. “One of these is 
providing a Protestant church 
for people living in and around 
the Cochran Apartments. In 
this regard, the Metropolitan 
Church Federation gave ap- 
proval of the center’s decision 
to serve in the neighborhood. 

Program for All. 

“The second service provides 
an interracial community center 
for all people of the neighbor- 
hood, regardless of their church 
affiliation.

About 500 ‘families are being 
served through one or mofe pro- 
grams of the center. Last year 
the center’s Christmas bureau 
provided gifts for nearly 2200 
persons. 

There are 22 clubs for chil- 
dren and adults from 5 years to 
95. Classes and interest groups 
are provided in many fields in- 
cluding craft, dancing, choir, 
cooking, art, and piano. 


Counseling Services. 

Family and personal counsel- 
ing is carried on by a trained 
case-worker. The staff of the 
center includes five full-time 
professional workers, three 
Washington University social 
work students, eight Eden Sem- 
inary students, and a large num- 
ber of volunteers with special 
skills. 

Last summer a day camp 
served 54 children for five days 
a week for five weeks.

“Even now as this over-all 
inventory is being taken under 
the new account system we are 
advised that many instances are 
being found where delinquent 
notices have never been mailed 
to the taxpayers involved. 

Pigeonholed Five Years. 

“One particular case was 
noted where a deputy collector 
had pigeonholed delinquent no- 
tices to a taxpayer for five con- 
secutive years. 

“Such conditions could not 
have gone so long undetected 
had there been proper control 
over the accounts.” 


He made public a letter he 
wrote last Nov. 15 to T. Cole- 
man Andrews, internal revenue 
commissioner, asking whether it 
was true that “the outstanding 
delinquent taxes are at an all- 
time high.” 

He also made public a reply, 
dated Dec. 28 and signed by 
O; Gordon Delk, as acting com- 
missioner in Andrews’s absence 
on a vacation, reporting that the 
number and amount of outstand- 
ing delinquency warrants then 
was running “at a very high 
level.” The letter suggested, 
however, that this might be due 
in large part to a new account- 
ing system designed to spot de- 
linquencies faster. 

Might Be Misleading. 

To give a dollar report then, 
Delk wrote, comparing outstand- 
ing accounts with those of a

“'T still do not have an answer 
to my question, apparently for 
the reason that such information 
has never been tabulated up to 
this time,” Williams said.

PAKISTAN TO GIVE 
UP ITS STATUS 
AS DOMINION 


LONDON, Feb. 5 (AP)—Pak- 
istan announced yesterday it is 
forsaking its dominion status 
and becoming an independent 
republic within the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations. This 
means the 76,000,000 Pakistanis 
no longer recognize Queen Eliz- 
abeth II as their Sovereign. As 
in India, however, she will be 
recognized as head of the Com- 
monwealth. 

The decision was announced 
at the London conference of 
commonwealth leaders. 

The annduncement said Prime 
Minister Mohamnfed Ali reaf- 
firmed Pakistan’s ‘‘steadfast ad- 
herence to the Commonwealth.” 
Details have not been disclosed 
of a new constitution Pakistan 
is about to adopt, but it is ex- 
pected here that its government 
will be similar to India’s. There 
the prime minister heads the 
government and the president 
has little authority. 

India and Pakistan became 
separate countries in 1947. India 
became a republic in 1949. 
South Africa also has announced 
its eventual intention to be- 
come a republic. 


HELICOPTER TAKES 
LINE TO SHIP AND 
SAVES IT, 52 MEN 


LONDON, Feb. 5 (UP) — A 
British warship adrift with 52 
men aboard was saved from 
menacing reefs today when a 
helicopter attached a line from 
a tug to the ship. 

The 19,600-ton British sub- 
marine depot ship Montclare, 
without engine power, had been 
wallowing in toward the reefs 
of the Scilly Isles. 

An assorted fleet of Navy tug- 
boats, airplanes, frigates and a 
destroper had pursued the Mont- 
clare for 15 hours after it broke 
loose from tugs in winds up to 
90 miles an hour. Three times

OMAHA, Feb. 5 (AP) — The 
fifth 40,000-kilowatt generator 
at Fort Randall dam on the Mis- 
souri river went into service yes- 
terday about a month ahead of 
schedule. 

This is the fifth of the eight 
big generators planned for Fort 
Randall, which is near Lake An- 
des, S. D. The first went into 
service March 15, 1954. 

No new areas will receive Fort 
Randall power as a result of the 
new installation, but additional 
power will be available to cus- 
tomers already being served. 
They include a Bureau of Rec- 
lamation loop including Water- 
town, Brookings, Huron and 
Sioux Falls, S. D.; the Nebraska 
Public Power System, and Win- 
ner and Rapid City, S. D., each 
on separate lines. Most of the 
power being delivered to Rapid 
City is for use at Ellsworth Air 
Force Base. Army engineers 
hope to have the remaining three 
Fort Randall generators in serv- 
ice by late 1955. 


New Highway in Tibet Planned. 

LONDON, Feb. 5 (AP)—The 
Chinese Communists, who have 
opened two highways from Pei- 
ping to Lhasa, the Tibetan 
capital, now have started sur- 
veys for a new road from the 
“Forbidden City” to Tibet’s sec- 
ond city of Shigatse.

LINDBERGH CASE 
FIGURE IS CLEARED 


Old Charges Dismissed 
Against Paul Wendel Who 
Confessed Kidnaping. 


TRENTON, N.J., Feb. 5 (Ap) 
—Superior Court Judge Ralph 
J. Smalley yesterday dismissed 
nine old indictments against 
Paul H. Wendel, disbarred Tren- 
ton lawyer who once confessed 
he kidnaped Gen. Charles A. 
Lindbergh’s infant son. 


Mercer county Prosecutor 
Mario Volpe asked for dismissal 
of the 24-year-old indictments 
which charged embezzlement, 
false pretense and issuing bad 
checks. The total amount in- 
volved was $5231. Volpe told a 
reporter Wendel had made resti- 
tution to six complainants and 
three others had died. The dis- 
missal is part of a _ state-wide 
cleanup of old indictments. 
Wendel confessed to the fa- 
mous Lindbergh kidnaping in 
1936. He later repudiated the 
confession, claiming he was kid- 
naped and that the confession 
was beaten out of him in a 
Brooklyn (N.Y.) cellar by former 
Burlington county detective Ellis 
Parker and his son Ellis Parker 
Jr. The disbarred attorney’s 
confession threw the Lindbergh 
case into a turmoil when it was 
made public March 28, 1936, a 
week before Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann was executed for the 
kidnaping and murder. 

On March 29 Wendel was in- 
dicted on a murder charge and 
Gov. Harold G. Hoffman ordered 
the state court of pardons to 
consider Hauptmann's second 
bid for clemency. 

But the same day Wendel 
repudiated the confession. The 
Board of Pardons turned down 
the clemency bid and Haupt- 
mann died in the electric chair 
April 3, 1936. 

The Parkers were sentenced 
to federal penitentiary terms for 
their part in Wendel’s confes- 
sion. Volpe said Wendel's where- 
abouts are now unknown.

NEW JOBLESS

Thomas did not identify any 
of the companies whose con- 
tracts have been canceled.

New Policy in Effect.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 
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Care of Enamel Fixtures. 


S YOU probably all know, 

most of the fixtures in your 

bathroom and kitchen ‘are 
steel or cast iron with a nice 
smooth and bright coating of 
enamel as a finish. Now this 
enamel coeting is pretty tough 
but it isn’t as tough as some 
people think and once it’s dam- 
‘aged it will never look quite 


the same again in spite of, 
patching. 

One of the things ‘that can 
harm enamel is a sudden change 
in temperature. What happens 
when this occurs is that there 
is a difference in the rate of 
expansion or contraction be- 
tween the enamel and the base 
and the result is that the 
enamel chips off. For example, 
if you wipe down a kitchen 
range that is good and hot with 
a cloth soaked in cold water you 
may find when you are finished 
that some of the enamel has 
chipped or cracked. 


The same think often occurs 
in homes where the hot water 
is too hot. Someone turns on 
a hot water tap for a bath and 
the next thing you know the 
enamel around the drain of the 
tub has chipped. This also can 
happen with a lavatory. 

There is just one way to 
avoid this sort of trouble and 
that is to be careful. Never 
wipe off a hot range with any 
sort of damp cloth until the 
range has had a chance to cool 
down a bit. And a cloth damp- 
ened in warm water is superior 
to one dipped in cold water. 
Never open a hot water tap 
wide open on a cold fixture. 
Mix a little cool water until the 
fixture has had time to adjust. 

As long as the heat is applied 
gradually, the enamel can stand 
plenty but it must be applied 
gradually.

Aid From the Red Cross 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 


HE annual American Red 


Cross drive for 1955 takes 
place next month, and all 
over the country - individual 
chapter have been getting ready 
by reviewing their work and 
presenting reports and report- 
g accomplishments of the past 
year. 


I have before me the report 
of the Brooklyn chapter and it 
does make one feel that this or- 
ganization comes very close to 
the lives of individual people. 

True, there are many pro- 
grams within the framework of 
the Red Cross that do not touch 


individual lives, but you think. 


of them purely as general pro- 
grams, 


In Brooklyn, the New York 
Regional Red Cross blood pro- 
gram collected 30,474 pints of 
blood, of which 21,724 pints 
were used n Brooklyn. to help 
more than 9000 patients in more 
than 40 hospitals. This was 
about one-third of all the blood 
used in Brooklyn, and this pro- 
gram is becoming more and 
more importazt to hospitals and 
doctors. In addition, hundreds 
of units of Red Cross blood 
such as gamma 
globulin, serum albumin and fib- 
rinogen were received and used 
in Brooklyn. 


XR Ss & 


BROOKLYN had 8189 uni- 
formed volunteers who per- 
formed a great variety of serv- 
ices; 9292 assignments were 
filled by the motor service; 
1,466,442 surgical dressings and 
7862 hospital garments and 


linens were made by these 
volunteers who also worked in 
132 hospitals. 

These volunteers visited the 
Veterans Administration facil- 


ities, other military installations, 
health centers, mental institu- 
tions, homes for the aged, and 
other agencies. One of their 
duties, which will give an idea 
of the volume of work, was to 
feed 90,867 persons in hospitals 
and veterans facilities who could 
not feed themselves. 


In many communities the Red 
Cross is called upon to help in- 
dividuals, and for these services 
the Brocklyn report ' mentions 
20,000 valunteers who contrib- 
uted almost 1,000,000 hours of 
their time during the past year.

ONE FAMOUS CASE was the 
story of Pfc. Curtiss Redd, who 
was the sole survivor of an air 
crash near 22 * He 
was very badly burned, and the 
Brooklyn chapter made it pos- 
sible for his father to fly out 
and be with him. A hospital 
worker on the West Coast wrote: 
“It was felt that the father’s 

resence had much to do with 
Redd’s survival.” 


Another instance: A mother 
who had not seen her Marine 
Corps son nor heard from him 
since 1931 was reunited with 
him by the Brooklyn Red Cross 
home service. 

These are the human-interest 
stories that bring the Red Cross 
close to human beings in every 
community and I am sure this

HILDREN’S DENTAL 

HEALTH WEEK will be ob- 

served this year starting 
Monday. 

Dental cartes (tooth decay) is 
the major dental health problem 
among children. The American 
Dental Association has indicated 
that the total number of cavi- 
ties in children’s teeth is so 
high—285,000,000 is the figure 
for this nation—that if all prac- 
ticing dentists devoted all their 
time to children they would be 
unable to fill all cavities. 


R * *& 

DENTAL SCIENCE has made 
great progress in the control of 
tooth decay, By far the most sig- 
nificant development is the flu- 


oridation of communal water 


supplies. Research studies 
throughout the country have 
demonstrated conclusively that 
one part — added to one 
million parts of water 
effectively reduces tooth decay 
by at least 66 per cent in those 
fortunate children who have 
continuously drunk such water 
from birth through age 12. 

Extensive studies over long 
periods of time by the foremost 
dental and medical scientists in 
this country and elsewhere have 

proved that there can be no 
— effect on the health of 
either children or adults through 
drinking properly ‘fluoridated 
water. 

In December, 1954, the Amer- 
ican Dental Association report- 
ed that some 20,283,000 persons 
in 1032 communities in this 
country are now drinking fluori- 
dated water.

year’s Children’s Dental Health 


Week we may well be encour- 
aged by the knowledge that St. 
Louis is now making prepara- 
tions to start fluoridation in the 
near future.
